An advance preliminary estimate indicates that during the year 1960, 
Canadian farmers received 2,783.8 million dollars from the sale of farm products, 
participation payments on previous years’ grain crops, net cash advances on farm- 
stored grains, and deficiency payments made under the present farm prices support 
program. This estimate is almost unchanged from that of 1959 and compares with 
the record high estimate of 2859.1 million dollars realized in 1952. On a commodity 
basis, the more important reductions in farm cash income during 1960, relative to 
1959, were recorded for hogs and barley. On the other hand, the more important gains 
were realized from the sale of wheat, potatoes, fruits, tobacco, cattle, calves and 
dairy products, and from a substantial increase in cash advances on farmestored 
grains in western Canada. 


In addition to the above cash returns, farmers in the Prairie Provinces also 
received in 1960 about 77 million dollars paid out under the provisions of the 
Prairie Farm Assistance Act, Western Grain Producers' Acreage Payment Plan and the 
Federal-Provincial Emergency Unthreshed Grain Assistance Policy. This is in contrast 
to a year earlier when farmers received approximately 22 million dollars, most of 
which was received under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act. When 
these payments are added to cash returns from sales, cash advances on farm-stored 
grains, and participation and deficiency payments, total cash returns to farmers 
from their farming operations amounted to nearly 2861.0 million dollars. This 
estimate has only been exceeded twice, once in 1952 when these total returns 
amounted to 2864.3 million dollars and again in 1958 when they reached the all-time 
high of 2873.4 million dollars.

| aha Ja vance preliminary estimate indicates that, during 1961, cash income (excluding 
supplementary payments) received by farmers from farming operations reached the all-time 
nigh of 2;928.9 million dollars. This estimate is 2.4 per cent above the previous record 
nigh of 2,859.1 million dollars established in 1952, and 5.3 per cent higher than the 
2,781.5 million realized in 1960, These estimates include cash income from the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments, net cash advances on farm- 
stored grains, and deficiency payments made under the present farm prices support program. 
It should be emphasized that, in preparing these estimates, no allowance is made for costs 
incurred by farmers in the production of the items sold. 


Major contributions to the increase in farm cash income between 1960 and 1961 were 
made by wheat, flaxseed, tobacco, cattle, calves, hogs, dairy products, poultry products, 
and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments. Offsetting these gains to some extent 
were greatly reduced returns from potato sales, a substantial net repayment of cash 
advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, and lower income from oats ana barley. 


With the exception of Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick, all provinces shared 
in the increase in farm cash income. In the case of these two Maritime provinces, a 
substantial reduction in total cash income occurred largely as a result of a sharp drop 
in returns from the sale of potatoes. ;

An advance preliminary estimate indicates that, in 1964, cash income received 
by farmers from farming operations (excluding supplementary payments on page 2) 
amounted to 3,455.8 million dollars, 8.5 per cent above the record high of "3,46475 
million dollars realized in 1963. In comparing these estimates with those for 
earlier years, it should be remembered that the totals for 1962, 1963 and 1964 have 
been partially revised in that they contain substantial revisions to income from 
dairy production based in large part on data from the 1961 Census of Agriculture.

Total cash returns include: cash receipts from the sale of farm products;

The increase in farm cash returns in 1964 over 1963 can be attributed for the 
most part to a substantial increase in wheat marketings and to much larger 
participation payments made by the Canadian Wheat Board. Somewhat less important 
contributions were made by oilseed crops, potatoes, barley, fruits, vegetables, 
cattle, hogs and dairy products. Partially offsetting these gains were lower total 
returns from poultry products and tobacco, and substantial repayments of cash 
advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada.

An advance preliminary estimate indicates that, in 1965, cash receipts 
received by farmers from farming operations (excluding supplementary payments set 
forth on page 2) totalled 3,741.1 million dollars, 8.3 per cent above the previous 
record high of 3,455.6 million dollars established in 1964. These estimates include 
cash receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments on previous years! grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in 
Western Canada, and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization 
Board, No deductions are made for the cost of production of commodities sold. (2) 


The gain in total cash receipts in 1965 reflects higher Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments and increased returns from the sale of cattle, hogs, poultry 
and dairy products, potatoes, barley, rapeseed, and vegetables. On the other hand, 
a substantial drop in the marketings of wheat resulted in a marked decline in total 
receipts from this commodity at the time of delivery. Declines of somewhat lesser 
importance were also recorded for flaxseed, fruit and tobacco.

It should be noted that these estimates for the years 1966, 1967 and 1968 now 
incorporate indications obtained from the 1966 Census of Agriculture. As such, they 
are not entirely comparable with previously published estimates of farm cash receipts. 
A revised and comparable series of farm cash receipts for the period 1960 to 1965 
will be published in early May. This publication will also include details by 
commodities for all years from 1960 with a revised estimate of farm cash receipts 
for 1968 based on more complete data.

An advance preliminary estimate indicates that, in 1969, cash receipts received 
by farmers from farming operations (excluding pinelemen ters payments set forth on 
page 2) totalled $4,188.2 million, 3.8 per cent below the revised value of $4,355.2 
million realized in 1968. These estimates include cash receipts from the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain 
crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, supplementary 
payments to dairy producers and deficiency payments madc by the Agricultural 
Stabilization Board. No deductions are made for the cost of production of commod- 
ities sold. Estimates of expenses involved in farming operations together with total 
farm income are published annually in the DBS publication "Farm Net Income" (Cata- 
logue No. 21-202 and 21-204). 


The decrease in total cash receipts in 1969 is largely a result of lower 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and smaller returns from wheat, cattle 
and calves. Payments made under the dairy support program were also considerably 
lower. In contrast, increases in flaxseed and rapeseed marketings resulted in higher 
receipts from these commodities at time of delivery. Increases were also recorded 
for hogs, dairy products, poultry and eggs. Partly as a result of the extension of 
the upper limit for cash advance payments on farm-stored grains net cash advances 
increased considerably over the 1968 level.

The decrease in cash receipts in 1970 is largely a result of substantial re- 
payments of cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, a considerable 
decline in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and lesser declines in dairy 
supplementary payments and sales of oats and eggs. Partially offsetting these de- 
clines were increased returns from wheat, barley, rapeseed, potatoes, tobacco, cattle 
and calves, hogs and poultry.

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In addition to the above income, farmers received supplementary payments amoun- 
ting to $58.2 million during 1970, compared to $9.9 million in 1969. These payments 
set forth in Table 2, include those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act(1) and other government assistance to farmers who suffered losses as 
a result of adverse weather conditions.

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The increase in cash receipts in 1971 is largely due to a considerable increase 
in returns from wheat, oats, and barley at time of delivery together with higher 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments. The value of sales of rapeseed, cattle, 
calves and dairy products also showed large gains over the previous year. A substan- 
tial increase was recorded in dairy supplementary payments. Partially offsetting 
these gains were smaller returns from potatoes, tobacco and hogs. 


In addition to the above income, farmers received supplementary payments 
amounting to $18.3 million during 1971, compared to $58.2 million in 1970.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming oper- 
ations for the calendar year 1972. As a result of more 
up-to-date information becoming available in recent 
weeks, the estimates contained herein for 1972 differ 
slightly from those presented in the December issue of 
"Farm Cash Receipts", (Catalogue 21-001 monthly). In- 
cluded in this report are cash receipts form the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation pay- 
ments on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances 
on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, deficiency pay- 
ments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and 
supplementary payments. No deductions have been made 
for the cost of production of commodities sold. Es- 
timates of expenses involved in farming operations to- 
gether with total farm income are published annually in 
the Statistics Canada publication ''Farm Net Income" 
(Catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 


1972, excluding supplementary payments are now estimated 


at $5,307.4 million for Canada, 17.2 % above the revised 
value of $4,529.7 million in 1971. This gain in cash 
receipts can by attributed to increases in all cash 
receipts items except oats, flaxseed and Canadian Wheat 
Board participation payments for barley. The most no- 
table increases occurred in wheat, cattle and calves, 
hogs and dairy products. 


Strong performances in the crop and livestock eco- 
nomies in the different regions of Canada resulted in 
increased total cash receipts in all provinces. The 
largest increase occurred in Saskatchewan which regis- 
tered a rise of 31.2 Z while Nova Scotia showed an 
increase of only 9 Z. 


In addition to the above income, farmers also 
received supplementary payments amounting to $76.8 mil- 
lion during 1972, considerably above the $18.3 million 
received during 1971. These payments included those 
made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance 
Act and under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) 
program in 1971 and 1972, the Manitoba Farm Acreage 
Payment program in 1971, and the two-price wheat program 
and the Quebec and Ontario rain damage program in 1972. 
When added together, cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions and supplementary payments totalled $5,384.2 mil- 
lion, 18.4 % above the estimate of $4.548.0 million in

Field Crops. — During 1972, farmers' total cash 
returns form the sale of field crops, cash advances on 
farm-stored grains in Western Canada and Canadian Wheat 
Board payments amounted to $2,081.9 million, 21.5 % 
above the 1971 level of $1,713.1 million. This estimate 
represents 39.2 % of farmers' total cash receipts from 
farming operations, an increase from the 37.8 % share in 
97.1 


With both marketings and prices of wheat above 
those prevailing during the previous year, returns from 
this source rose by $183.8 million, an increase of 
28.5 %. Higher average prices at the time of delivery 
and increased marketings also occurred for barley. De- 
spite higher prices, smaller marketings of flaxseed and 
oats resulted in lower receipts from these crops while 
lower quantities of potatoes marketed at higher prices 
resulted in a 17.2 % increase in cash receipts for this

A large increase occurred in Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments on previous years' deliveries of 
wheat and oats, while the payments for barley decreased, 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash re- 
ceipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and live- 
stock products in 1972 amounted to $3,076.6 million, 
14.0 % above the 1971 level of $2,697.7 million. In- 
creases in cash receipts occurred for all classes of 
livestock and livestock products but most notably for 
cattle and calves, hogs and dairy products. Although 
marketings of cattle and calves remained steady during 
1972, stronger prices resulted in cash receipts which 
totalled $1,195.8 million, an increase of 10.7 %. Cash 
receipts from the sale of hogs increased by $132.2 
million to a value of $575.7 million. While marketings 
of hogs during 1972 were lower than those in 1971, the 
average prices received were much higher. For dairy 
products, a slight increase in marketings combined with 
an increase in prices to give a value of $778.8 million 
for 1972. Dairy supplementary payments of $101.4 million 
showed an increase of 1.1 % over 1971. For eggs, a 
decline in marketings was more than offset by higher 
prices resulting in cash receipts of $163.8 million, a 
rise of 8 Z% over 1971. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural prod- 
ucts except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be attri- 
buted to specific products, but they exclude any stora- 
ge, transportation, processing and handling charges 
which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of 
these estimates include the Censuses of Agriculture; 
periodic Statistics Canada surveys of production and 
disposition of crops, livestock and animal products; 
farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricul- 
tural products; Statistics Canada surveys of prices re- 
ceived by farmers in connection with agricultural acti- 
vities; agricultural statistics arising out of adminis- 
trative responsibilities of various government depart- 
ments, both Federal and Provincial. 


This year, while every attempt has been made to 
take into account the findings of the 1971 Census of 
Agriculture, this has not been possible for all items. 
These revisions will be completed and published during 
the early part of 1974.

FARM CASH RECEIPTS 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming oper- 
ations for the calendar year 1973. As a result of more 
up-to-date information becoming available in recent 
weeks, the estimates contained herein for 1973 differ 
slightly from those presented in the December issue of 
"Farm Cash Receipts", (Catalogue 21-001). Included in 
this report are cash receipts from the sale of farm 
products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
on previous years' grain crops, cash advances on farm- 
stored grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments 
made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and sup- 
plementary payments. No deductions have been made for 
the cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates 
of expenses involved in farming operations together with 
total farm income are published annually in the Sta- 
tistics Canada publication ''Farm Net Income", (Catalogue 
21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
1973, excluding supplementary payments, are now esti- 
mated at $6,729 million for Canada, 25% above the re- 
vised value of $5,386 million in 1972. This gain in 
cash receipts can be attributed to increases in all cash 
receipts items except tobacco and deficiency payments. 
The most notable increases occurred in Canadian Wheat 
Board participation payments for wheat and barley, rape- 
seed, potatoes, cattle and calves, hogs and poultry. 


Rising prices in both the crops and livestock sec- 
tors in all regions of Canada resulted in increased 
total cash receipts in all provinces. 


In addition to the above income, farmers also re- 
ceived supplementary payments amounting to $72 million 
during 1973, down slightly from the $77 million received 
during 1972. These payments included those made under 
the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, pay- 
ments made under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) 
program, payments to farmers under the two-price wheat 
program, cash grants paid to farmers in Quebec and 
Ontario under the rain damage program and payments to 
farmers in Alberta and British Columbia under the West- 
ern Emergency Assistance program. When added together, 
cash receipts from farming operations and supplementary 
payments totalled $6,801 million, 25% above the estimate 
of $5,463 million in 1972. 


Field Crops. — During 1973, farmers' total cash 
returns from the sale of field crops, cash advances on 
farm-stored grains in Western Canada and Canadian Wheat 
Board payments amounted to $2,624 million, 23% above the 
1972 level of $2,126 million. This estimate represents 
39% of farmers' total cash receipts from farming oper- 
ations, a slight decrease from the 40% share in 1972. 


In comparison to 1972, cash receipts in 1973 were 
higher for wheat, oats, barley, rye, corn, flaxseed, 
rapeseed and soybeans. In all cases, lower marketings 
were more than offset by higher prices at the time of 
delivery. Higher prices and steady marketings combined 
to significantly increase cash receipts from potatoes. 
Increased cash receipts were registered for all other 
crops except tobacco.

RECETTES MONETAIRES AGRICOLES 1973(1) 


Ce bulletin présente par produit et par province des es- 
timations des recettes monétaires agricoles provenant de 1'ex- 
ploitation agricole pour l'année civile 1973. En raison du 
caractére plus récent des données obtenues au cours des der- 
niéres semaines, les estimations pour 1973 ci-présentées dif- 
férent légérement de celles figurant dans la livraison de 
décembre du bulletin mensuel 21-001 au catalogue intitulé "'Re- 
cettes monétaires agricoles". Elles incluent les recettes 
monétaires provenant de la vente de produits agricoles, les 
paiements de participation de la Commission canadienne du blé 
relativement aux récoltes céréaliéres des années précédentes, 
les avances monétaires pour les céréales entreposées sur les 
fermes de 1'Quest canadien, les paiements d'appoint de la Com- 
mission de stabilisation des prix agricoles et les paiements 
supplémentaires. Aucune déduction n'a été effectuée pour tenir 
compte du cofit de production des denrées vendues. Des esti- 
mations des dépenses au titre de l'exploitation agricole et du 
revenu agricole total sont publiées annuellement dans le bulletin 
21-202 au catalogue intitulé ''Revenu net agricole". 


Les recettes monétaires totales provenant de 1'exploita- 
tion agricole en 1973 (paiements supplémentaires exclus) sont 
estimées a 6,729 millions de dollars pour le Canada, ce qui 
constitue une progression de 25 % par rapport & 1972 owt ces re- 
cettes s'établissaient & 5,386 millions. Cette progression est 
attribuable 4 une augmentation de tous les éléments des re- 
cettes monétaires sauf le tabac et les paiements d'appoint. 

Les augmentations les plus remarquables ont été enregistrées 
pour les paiements de participation de la Commission canadienne 
du b1é au titre des livraisons de blé, d'orge, le colza, les 
pommes de terre, les bovins, les veaux, les porcs et la vo- 
laille. 


La hausse des prix dans les deux secteurs de grandes cul- 
tures et bétail dans tous les régions du Canada a entrainé une 
augmentation des recettes monétaires totales dans toutes les 
provinces. 


Outre ces revenus, les exploitants agricoles ont re¢cu en 
1973 des paiements supplémentaires qui se sont élevés a 72 mil- 
lions de dollars, soit une diminution par rapport aux 77 mil- 
lions de dollars en 1972. Au nombre de ces paiements, on compte 
les sommes versées en vertu de la Loi sur l'assistance a l'a- 
griculture des Prairies, paiements en vertu du programme de ré- 
duction des stocks de blé (LIFT), paiements versés en vertu du 
programme de deux-prix de blé, subventions en espéces versées 
aux agriculteurs de Québec et de l'Ontario au titre du programme 
des dégats causés par les pluies et paiements versés aux agri- 
culteurs de 1'Alberta et de la Colombie-Britannique en vertu du 
programme d'aide dans les situations d'urgences dans l'ouest. 
Totalisées, les recettes monétaires provenant de 1l'exploitation 
agricole et les paiements supplémentaires se chiffrent a 6,801 
millions de dollars, soit une augmentation de 25 % par rapport 
& 1972 ot ces recettes étaient estimées & 5,463 millions de 
dollars. 


Grandes cultures. — En 1973, les recettes monétaires a- 
gricoles totales provenant de la vente des produits des grandes 
cultures, des avances monétaires sur les céréales entreposées 
dans les fermes de 1'Ouest canadiens et des paiements de la 
Commission canadienne du blé se sont élevées a 2,624 millions 
de dollars, soit une progression de 23 % par rapport a 1972 
(2,126 millions de dollars). Ces recettes représentent 39 % 
des recettes monétaires totales provenant de 1'exploitation 
agricole et marquent une diminution de 40 % par rapport a 1972. 


Par rapport a 1972, les recettes monétaires en 1973 ont 
augmenté pour le blé, 1l'avoine, l'orge, le seigle, le mais, le 
lin, le colza et le soya. Pour tous ces produits, une baisse 
de ventes a été plus que compensée par une hausse des prix a la 
livraison. Des ventes constantes combinées a une hausse des 
prix, ont produit une augmentation significative de recettes 
monétaires pour les pommes de terre. Une augmentation de re- 
cettes monétaires est enregistrée pour toutes les autres gran- 
des cultures sauf le tabac.

A large increase occurred in Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments on previous years' deliveries of 
wheat, oats and barley. 


Cash receipts from field crops for 1973 are ad- 
justed downward by $305 million to account for deferred 
grain payments in the prairie provinces (i.e. income 
from grain delivered during 1973 with payment deferred 
to 1974) and will be adjusted upward by a similar 
amount in 1974. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and live- 
stock products in 1973 amounted to $3,931 million, 27% 
above the 1972 level of $3,099 million. Increases in 
cash receipts occurred for all classes of livestock and 
livestock products, but most notably cattle and calves, 
hogs and poultry. Although marketings of cattle and 
calves were down a little during 1973, stronger prices 
resulted in cash receipts which totalled $1,480 million, 
an increase of 23%. Cash receipts from the sale of hogs 
increased by $241 million to a value of $832 million. 
While marketings of hogs during 1973 were lower than 
those in 1972, the average prices received were higher. 
For dairy products, a slight decrease in marketings com- 
bined with an increase in prices to give a value of $850 
million for 1973. Dairy supplementary payments of $131 
million showed an increase of 29% over 1972. Cash re- 
ceipts from poultry increased by $142 million to a 
value of $438 million as a result of both price and mar- 
keting increases. For eggs, higher prices resulted in 
cash receipts of $244 million a rise of 50% over 1972. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural prod- 
ucts except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any 
subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be attributed 
to specific products, but they exclude any storage, trans- 
portation, processing and handling charges which are not 
actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of 
these estimates include the Censuses of Agriculture; pe- 
riodic Statistics Canada surveys of production and dis- 
position of crops, livestock and animal products, farm 
product marketing agencies, processors of agricultural 
products, Statistics Canada surveys of prices received 
by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; 
agricultural statistics arising out of administrative 
responsibilities of various government departments, both 
Federal and Provincial. 


This year, while every attempt has been made to 
take into account the findings of the 1971 Census of 
Agriculture, this has not been possible for all items. 


These revisions will be completed and published during 
1974. 


Les paiements de participation de la Commission cana- 
dienne du blé au titre des livraisons de blé, d'avoine et 
d'orge des années précédentes ont considérablement augmenté. 


Les recettes monétaires provenant de la vente des pro- 
duits des grandes cultures sont réduites par 305 millions de 
dollars & cause des recettes différées au titre des céréales 
des provinces des Prairies (i.e. revenu provenant des céréales 
livrées en 1973 mais dont les recettes n'ont été touchées qu'en 
1974) et seront ajustées par une augmentation équivalente en 
1974. 


Bétail et produits de 1'élevage. — Le total des recettes 


monétaires des agriculteurs provenant de la vente du bétail et 
de ses produits s'est élevé en 1973 a 3,931 millions de dollars, 
soit 27 % de plus qu'en 1972, ot il avait été de 3,099 millions 
de dollars. Les recettes monétaires ont augmenté dans le cas 
de toutes les catégories de bétail et de leurs produits, mais 
plus particuli@rement dans le cas des bétes a cornes et des 
veaux, des porcs et de la volaille. Bien que les ventes de 
bétes & cornes et des veaux soient moins élevées en 1973, le 
raffermissement des prix s'est traduit par des recettes en 
especes d'un montant total de 1,480 millions de dollars, soit 
une progression de 23 %. Les recettes monétaires provenant de 
la vente des porcs ont progressé de 241 millions de dollars pout 
atteindre 832 millions. Bien que les ventes de porcs en 1973 
aient été moins importantes qu'en 1972, les prix moyens re¢us 
ont augmenté. Dans le cas des produits laitiers, une légére 
diminution des ventes, combinée & une hausse des prix, s'est 
soldée par des ventes totales de 850 millions de dollars en 
1973. Les paiements supplémentaires de l'industrie laitieére, 
soit 131 millions de dollars, ont progressé de 29 % par rapport 
% 1972. Les recettes monétaires pour la volaille ont progressé 
de 142 millions de dollars pour atteindre 438 millions a cause 
des augmentations de prix et de ventes. Dans le cas des oeufs, 
une hausse des prix s'est traduit par des recettes monétaires 
de 244 millions de dollars, soit ume augmentation de 50 % par 
rapport a 1972. 


Les estimations des recettes monétaires provenant des 
opérations agricoles comprennent la valeur de toutes les ventes 
de produits agricoles, & l'exception du produit des échanges 
directs entre fermes. Les prix utilisés dans 1'évaluation de 
tous les produits vendus sont les prix payés aux fermiers a la 
ferme; ils comprennent toutes les subventions, toutes les com- 
missions et primes qu'il est possible de rapporter a des pro- 
duits précis, mais ils ne comprennent pas les frais d'entre- 
posage, de transport, de transformation et de manutention qui 
ne sont pas effectivement percus par les agriculteurs. 


Les sources de renseignements utilisées dans la prépara- 
tion de ces estimations comprennent les recensements de l'agri- 
culture, les enquétes périodiques de Statistique Canada sur la) 
production et l'emploi des récoltes, du bétail et de ses pro- 
duits, les organismes de commercialisation des produits agri- 
coles, les industries de transformation de produits agricoles, 
les enquétes de Statistique Canada sur les prix recus par les 
fermiers dans le cadre de leurs opérations agricoles et les 
statistiques agricoles dont la préparation reléve de divers 
ministéres, tant fédéraux que provinciaux.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS 1974(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the calendar year 1974. As a result of 
more up-to-date information becoming available in re- 
cent weeks, the estimates contained herein for 1974 
differ slightly from those presented in the December 
issue of "Farm Cash Receipts", (Catalogue 21-001). 
Included in this report are cash receipts from the sale 
of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments on previous years' grain crops, cash advances 
on farm-stored grains and deferred grain receipts in 
Western Canada, deficiency payments made by provincial 
governments and the Agricultural Stabilization Board 
and supplementary payments. No deductions have been 
made for the cost of production of commodities sold. 
Estimates of expenses involved in farming operations 
together with total farm income are published annually 
in the Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income", 
(Catalogue 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
1974, excluding supplementary payments are now estimated 
at $8,837 million for Canada, 29.4% above the revised 
value of $6,828 million received in 1973. While there 
were increases in most categories of cash receipts, the 
most notable increases occurred in wheat, barley and 
rapeseed, mainly as a result of higher prices. Lower 
prices resulted in decreased receipts from the sale of 
hogs. 


Although cash receipts increased in all provinces, 
the increases were more sizeable in the prairie region. 
The largest increase occurred in Alberta where the rise 
was 42% while New Brunswick showed an increase of only 
8.47. 


In addition to the above income, farmers received 
supplementary payments of $30 million in 1974 compared 
to $11.5 million in 1973. These payments included 
those made by federal and provincial governments under 
the provision of various crop assistance programs for 
those farmers affected by adverse weather conditions 
and also payments made under the provisions of the 
Prairie Farm Assistance Act. When added together, cash 
receipts from farming operations and supplementary pay- 
Ments totalled $8,867 million, 29.6% above the estimate 
of $6,840 million in 1973. 


Field Crops — During 1974, farmers’ total cash 
returns from the sale of field crops, taking into ac-— 
count cash advances, deferred grain receipts in Western 
Canada and payments by the Canadian Wheat Board, 
amounted to $4,150 million, 55.3% above the 1973 level 
of $2,673 million. This estimate represents 472% of 
farmers' total cash receipts from farming operations 
for 1974 compared with 39.1% in 1973. 


Higher initial prices and marketings for wheat, 
Oats and barley resulted in higher cash returns for 
these items. Wheat receipts increased by 75.5% to a 
record level of $1,527 million. Lower marketings of 
flaxseed and rapeseed were more than offset by higher 
prices resulting in higher cash receipts for these 
items. Increased cash receipts were also registered 
for rye, soybeans, corn, sugar beets, potatoes and 
tobacco.

RECETTES MONETA TIRES AGRICOLES 1974(1) 


Ce bulletin présente, par produit et par province, des 
estimations des recettes monétaires agricoles provenant de

saient 4 $6,828 millions. Bien qu'il y ait eu des augmentations 
dans la plupart des éléments des recettes monétaires, les 
augmentations les plus remarquables ont été enregistrées pour 
le blé, L'orge et le colza principalement 4 cause des prix plus 
élevés.

Bien que les recettes monétaires aient été plus élevées 
dans toutes les provinces, les Prairies ont enregistré les 
augmentations les plus considérables.

Grandes cultures — En 1974 les recettes monétaires a- 
gricoles totales provenant de la vente des produits des grandes 
cultures, en tenant compte des avances monétaires sur les 
céréales entreposées sur les fermes et les recettes différées 
au titre des céréales de l'Ouest canadien, et des paiements de 
la Commission canadienne du blé, se sont élevées a $4,150 mil- 
lions, soit une augmentation de 55.3 % par rapport PE MC )7/6} 
($2,673 millions). Ces recettes représentent 47 % des recettes 
monétaires totales provenant de 1l'exploitation agricole et 
marquent une augmentation de 39.1 % par rapport a 1973. 


Les hausses des prix initiaux et des ventes de blé, 
d'avoine et d'orge se sont traduits par une augmentation des 
recettes monétaires pour ces éléments. Les recettes monétaires 
provenant du blé ont augmentées de 75.5 % atteignant ainsi un 
niveau maximum record de $1,527 millions. Une baisse dans la 
vente du lin et du colza a été plus que compensée par une hausse 
des prix, se traduisant par des recettes monétaires plus élevees 
pour ces éléments.

Payments by the Canadian Wheat Board on previous 
years' deliveries of wheat, oats and barley increased 
by 30.9% to a level of $575 million. 


Grain receipts amounting to $305 million deferred 
from 1973 were liquidated in the early part of 1974. 
Grain receipts deferred from 1974 to 1975 are estimated 
to be $566 million. 


Livestock and Livestock Products — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products in 1974 amounted to $4,388 million, 
11.9% above the 1973 level of $3,922 million. A slight 
increase in average prices for cattle combined with a 
15.6% increase in marketings resulted in a $221 million 
increase for this item. In spite of a slight increase 
in hog marketings, hog receipts decreased 4.6% due to 
lower prices. For dairy products, a slight decrease 
in marketing was more than offset by increased prices 
to give a value of $1,088 million, an increase of 287 
over 1973. Dairy supplementary payments of $221 million 
showed an increase of 68.7% over 1973. Cash receipts 
from the sale of eggs rose by 10.4% to a level of $269 
million, mainly as a result of higher prices. 


Revisions of Estimates of Cash Receipts, 1965- 
1971 — Estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations have been revised for the years 1965 to 1971 
inclusive to take into account the findings of the 1971 
Census of Agriculture. The results of these revisions 
are set forth by commodity and by province in this re- 
port. The extent of these revisions was not major. 
For Canada they amounted to less than 1.5% for any given 
year, while at the provincial level over 80% of the re- 
visions were less than 22. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural prod- 
ucts except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be at-— 
tributed to specific products, but they exclude any 
storage, transportation, processing and handling charges 
which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation 
of these estimates include the Censuses of Agriculture; 
periodic Statistics Canada surveys of production and 
disposition of crops, livestock and animal products; 
farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricul- 
tural products; Statistics Canada surveys of prices re- 
ceived by farmers in connection with agricultural ac- 
tivities; agricultural statistics arising out of admin- 
istrative responsibilities of various government depart- 
ments, both Federal and Provincial.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS 1975(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming oper- 
ations for the calendar year 1975. As a result of more 
up-to-date information becoming available in recent 
weeks, the estimates contained herein for 1975 differ 
slightly from those presented in the December issue of 
"Farm Cash Receipts" (Catalogue 21-001). Included in 
this report are cash receipts from the sale of farm 
products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
on previous years’ grain crops, cash advances on farm- 
stored grains and deferred grain receipts in Western 
Canada, deficiency payments made by provincial govern- 
ments and the Agricultural Stabilization Board, provin- 
cial income stabilization program payments and supple- 
mentary payments. No deductions have been made for the 
cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates of 
expenses involved in farming operations together with 
total farm income are published annually in the Statis- 
tics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (Catalogue 
21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
1975, excluding supplementary payments, are now esti- 
mated at $9,877 million for Canada, 11.9% above the re- 
vised value of $8,821 million received in 1974. 
Decreased receipts from the sale of flaxseed, rapeseed, 
petatoes, poultry and eggs was more than offset by in- 
creased receipts for wheat, hogs, cattle, calves, dairy 
products and higher Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments for wheat and barley. 


Cash receipts increased in all provinces except 
Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick. The largest 
increase occurred in Saskatchewan where the rise was 
21.1%. Cash receipts in Prince Edward Island and New 
Brunswick were lower mainly because of lower potato 
prices. 


In addition to the above income, farmers received 
supplementary payments of $30.3 million in 1975 compared 
to $57.5 million in 1974. For 1975, this item mainly 
included payments made by the province of Quebec to 
beef, poultry and potato producers due to the poor 
economic conditions faced by these farmers. In 1974, 
these payments included those made by federal and pro- 
vincial governments under the provision of various crop 
assistance programs for those farmers affected by ad- 
verse weather conditicns and also payments made under 
the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act. 

When added together, cash receipts from farming oper-: 
ations and supplementary payments totalled $9,907 mil- 
lion, 11.6% above the estimate of $8,879 million in 
1974. 


Field Crops 


During 1975, farmers’ total cash returns from the 
sale of field crops, taking into account cash advances, 
defarred grain receipts in western Canada and payments 
by the Canadian Wheat Board, amounted to $4,689 million, 
13.6% above the 1974 level of $4,127 million. This 
estimate represents 47.4% of farmers' total cash re- 
ceipts from farming operations for 1975. 


The average prices received during 1975 were lower 
for most crops, particularly flaxseed, rapeseed, soy- 
beans and potatoes. With the exception of flaxseed and 
soybeans, marketings of most crops were higher in 1975 
than they were in 1974.

RECETTES MONE TAIRES AGRICOLES 1975(1) 


Ce bulletin présente, par produit et par province, des 
estimations des recettes monétaires agricoles provenant de 
l'exploitation agricole pour l'année civile 1975. En raison du 
caractére plus récent des données obtenues au cours des dernié- 
res semaines, les estimations pour 1975 ci-présentées différent 
légérement de celles figurant dans la livraison de décembre du 
bulletin mensuel n° 21-001 au catalogue, intitulé "Recettes mo- 
nétaires agricoles". Elles incluent les recettes monétaires 
provenant de la vente de produits agricoles, les paiements de 
la participation de la Commission canadienne du blé relative- 
ment aux récoltes des céréales des années précédentes, les a- 
vances monétaires pour les céréales entreposées sur les fermes 
et les recettes différées au titre des céréales de 1'Quest ca- 
nadien, les paiements d'appoint des gouvernements provinciaux 
et de la Commission de Stabilisation des prix agricoles, les 
paiements effectués en vertu des programmes provinciaux de sta- 
bilisation de revenu et les paiements supplémentaires. Aucune 
déduction n'a été effectuée pour tenir compte du coiit de pro- 
duction des denrées vendues. Des estimations des dépenses au 
titre de l'exploitation agricole et du revenu agricole total 
sont publiées annuellement dans le bulletin n° 21-202 au ca- 
talogue, intitulé "Revenu net agricole". 


Les recettes monétaires provenant de 1'exploitation agri- 
cole en 1975 (paiements supplémentaires exclus) sont estimées a 
$9,877 millions pour le Canada, ce qui constitue une augmenta- 
tion de 11.9 % par rapport a 1974 ($8,821 millions). Une dimi- 
nution des recettes provenant de la vente du lin, du colza, des 
pommes de terre, des volailles et des oeufs 4 été plus que com- 
pensée par une augmentation des recettes pour le blé, l'avoine, 
les pores, les bétes 4 corne, les veaux, les produits laitiers 
et la hausse des paiements de la Commission canadienne du blé 
pour le blé et lL'orge. 


Les recettes monétaires ont été plus élevées dans toutes 
les provinces sauf le Nouveau-Brunwick et 1'lle-du-Prince- 
Edouard. L'augmentation la plus grande s'est produite en 
Saskatchewan ot la hausse a été de 21.1 %. Les recettes 
monétaires de 1'fle-du-Prince-Edouard et du Nouveau-Brunswick 
ont été plus basses principalement 4 cause d'une baisse de 
prix pour les pommes de terre. 


Outre ces revenus, les fermiers ont regu des paiements 
additionnels de $30.3 millions en 1975, comparativement 4 
$57.5 millions en 1974. En 1975, cet item comprenait, pour la 
plupart, les paiements effectués par la province de Québec aux 
producteurs de boeuf, de volailles et de pommes de terre aux 
prises avec des conditions économiques difficiles. En 1974, 
ces paiements comprenaient les versements effectués par le gou- 
vernement fédéral et les gouvernements provinciaux en vertu des 
dispositions de diverses mesures d'assistance — récolte aux 
fermiers ayant subi des pertes en raison du mauvais temps, 
ainsi que les versements en vertu de la Loi sur l'assitance 4 
l'agriculture des Prairies. Totalisés, les recettes monétaires 
provenant de l'exploitation agricole et les paiements supplé- 
mentaires se chiffrent 4 $9,907 millions, soit une augmentation 
de 11.6 % par rapport 4 1974 o& ces recettes étaient, estimées 
a $8,879 millions. 


Grandes cultures 


En 1975, les recettes monétaires agricoles totales prove- 
nant de la vente des produits des grandes cultures, en tenant 
compte des avances monétaires sur les céréales entreposées sur 
les fermes et les recettes différées au titre des céréales de 
1'Quest canadien, et des paiements de la Commission canadienne 
du blé, se sont élevées a $4,689 millions, soit une augmenta- 
tion de 13.6 % par rapport a 1974 ($4,127 millions). Ces re- 
cettes représentent 47.4 % des recettes monétaires totales pro- 
venant de l'exploitation agricole en 1975. 


Les prix moyens regus en 1975 ont diminué pour la plupart 
des cultures, particuliérement pour le lin, le colza, le soya 
et les pommes de terre. A l'exception du lin et du soya, les 
ventes de la plupart des cultures étaient en augmentation par 


rapport a 1974.

Payments by the Canadian Wheat Board and the 
Ontario Winter Wheat Producers' Marketing Board on pre- 
vious years' deliveries of wheat, oats and barley in- 
creased by 68% to a level of $1,004 million. 


In western Canada, grain receipts amounting to 
$625 million, deferred from 1974 were liquidated in the 
early part of 1975. Grain receipts deferred from 1975 
to 1976 are estimated to be $695 million. 


Livestock and Livestock Products 


Total cash receipts to farmers from the sale of 
livestock and livestock products in 1975 amounted to 
$4,814 million, 9.9% above the 1974 level of $4,380 
million. In spite of lower prices, income from the sale 
of cattle rose due to increased marketings. For hogs, 
lower marketings were more than offset by higher prices, 
resulting in a 13.9% increase in receipts for this item. 
Income from the sale of milk rose 23% to a level of 
$1,348 million as a result of increased prices and 
larger quantities marketed. Dairy supplementary pay- 
ments of $260 million showed an increase of 17.5% over 
1974, Cash receipts from the sale of eggs decreased 
by 4% to a level of $258 million due to lower market- 
ings and lower prices. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural prod- 
ucts except those associated with direct interfarm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be at- 
tributed to specific products, but they exclude any 
storage, transportation, processing and handling charges 
which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of 
these estimates include the Census of Agriculture; pe- 
riodic Statistics Canada surveys of production and dis- 
position of crops, livestock and animal products; farm 
product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural 
products; Statistics Canada surveys of prices received 
by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; 
agricultural statistics arising out of administrative 
responsibilities of various government departments, 
both federal and provincial.

Bétail et produits de 1'élevage 


Le total des recettes monétaires des agriculteurs, prove- 
nant de la vente du bétail et de ses produits, s'est élevé a 
$4,814 millions en 1975, soit 9.9 Z% de plus qu'en 1974, ot le 
total s'élevait 4 $4,380 millions. En dépit d'une baisse des 
prix, le revenu provenant de la vente des bétes 4 cornes é@tait 
en augmentation 4 cause d'une hausse des ventes. Dans le cas 
des pores, la baisse des ventes, plus que compensée par une 
hausse des prix, se traduisait par une augmentation des recet- 
tes monétaires de 13.9 Z pour cet item. Le revenu provenant de 
la vente du lait a augmenté de 23 % pour atteindre le niveau de 
$1,348 millions, et ce, 4 cause d'une hausse des prix et des 
ventes. Les paiements supplémentaires de l'industrie laitiére, 
soit $260 millions, ont augmenté de 17.5 % par rapport 4 1974. 
Les recettes monétaires provenant de la vente des oeufs ont at- 
teint $258 millions, soit une diminution de 4 Z, et ce, a cause 
d'une baisse des ventes et des prix. 


Les estimations des recettes monétaires provenant des 
opérations agricoles comprennent la valeur de toutes les ventes 
de produits agricoles, a l'exception du produit des échanges 
directs entre fermes. Les prix d'évaluation des produits ven- 
dus sont les prix touchés par les cultivateurs 4 la ferme; ils 
incluent les subventions, les bonis et les primes visant cer- 
tains produits, mais non les frais d'entreposage, de transport, 
de transformation et de manutention qui ne concernent pas le 
cultivateur. 


Les sources de renseignement utilisées dans la préparation 
de ces estimations comprennent les recensements de 1'agricultu- 
re, les enquétes périodiques de Statistique Canada sur la pro- 
duction et l'emploi des récoltes, du bétail et de ses produits, 
les organismes de commercialisation des produits agricoles, les 
industries de transformation de produits agricoles, les enqué- 
tes de Statistique Canada sur les prix regus par les fermiers 
dans le cadre de leurs opérations agricoles et les statistiques 
agricoles dont la préparation reléve de divers ministéres, tant 
fédéraux que provinciaux.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS 1976(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the calendar year 
1976. These estimates include the returns 
from all sales of agricultural products ex- 
cept those associated with direct interfarm 
transfers. The prices used to value all prod- 
ucts sold are prices to farmers at the farm 
level; they include any subsidies, bonuses 
and premiums which can be attributed to spe- 
cific products, but they exclude any storage, 
transportation, processing and handling 
charges which are not actually received by 
farmers. Other components included in these 
estimates are: Canadian Wheat Board participa- 
tion payments on previous years' grain crops, 
cash advances on farm-stored grains and de- 
ferred grain receipts in Western Canada; de- 
ficiency payments made by provincial govern- 
ments and the Agricultural Stabilization 
Board; provincial income stabilization pay- 
ments and supplementary payments. No deduc- 
tions have been made for the cost of produc- 
tion of commodities sold. Estimates of ex- 
penses involved in farming operations to- 
gether with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication 
Farm Net Income (Catalogue 21-202). 


As a result of more up-to-date informa- 
tion becoming available in recent months, the 
estimates contained herein for 1976 differ 
somewhat from those presented in the December 
issue of Farm Cash Receipts (Catalogue 
21-001). Coverage of farm cash receipts has 
also been expanded and this issue presents, 
for the first time, data on receipts from 
sales of nursery stock for the period 1973- 
1976 (included in the item "Floriculture and 
Nursery"). 


Sources of information used in the pre- 
paration of these estimates include the Census 
of Agriculture; periodic Statistics Canada 
surveys of production and disposition of 
crops, livestock and animal products; farm 
product marketing agencies; processors of 
agricultural products; Statistics Canada sur- 
veys of prices received by farmers in connec~ 
tion with agricultural activities; and ae ht — 
cultural statistics arising out of administra- 
tive responsibilities of various government 
departments, both federal and provincial.

RECETTES MONETAIRES AGRICOLES 1976(1) 


Ce bulletin présente, par produit et par 
province, des estimations des recettes monétaires 
agricoles provenant de l'exploitation agricole pour 
l'année civile 1976. Ces estimations comprennent 
les recettes provenant de la vente de produits 
agricoles a4 l'exception du produit des échanges 
directs entre fermes. Les prix d'évaluation des 
produits vendus sont les prix touchés par les cul- 
tivateurs a la ferme; ils incluent les subventions, 
les bonis et les primes visant certains produits 
mais non les frais d'entreposage, de transport, de 
transformation et de manutention qui ne concernent 
pas le cultivateur. Ces estimations comprennent 
d'autres éléments dont: les paiements de participa- 
tion de la Commission canadienne du blé relative- 
ment aux récoltes des années précédentes, les 
avances monétaires pour les céréales entreposées 
dans les fermes et les recettes différées au titre 
des céréales de 1'Ouest canadien, les versements 
de compensation des administrations provinciales 
et de la Commission de stabilisation des prix agri- 
coles, les paiements effectués en vertu des pro- 
grammes provinciaux de stabilisation de revenu et 
les paiements supplémentaires. Aucune déduction 
n'a été effectuée pour tenir compte du coit de pro- 
duction des denrées vendues. Des estimations des 
dépenses au titre de 1l'exploitation agricole et du 
revenu agricole total sont publiées annuellement 
dans le bulletin n° 21-202 au catalogue, intitulé: 


Revenu net agricole. 


En raison du caractére plus récent des don- 
nées obtenues au cours des derniers mois, les es- 
timations pour 1976 que nous vous présentons dans 
le présent bulletin différent légérement de celles 
figurant dans le numéro de décembre du bulletin n° 
21-001 au catalogue, intitulé Recette monétaires 
agricoles. Nous avons également élargi le champ 
des données sur les recettes monétaires agricoles; 
en effet, ce bulletin présente pour la premiére 
fois des données sur les recettes provenant de la 
vente des plants de pépiniéres pour la période de 
1973-1976 (ces données figurent sous la rubrique, 
"Floriculture et pépiniére"). 


Les sources de renseignements utilisées dans 
la préparation de ces estimations comprennent le 
recensement de l'agriculture, les enquétes périodi- 
ques de Statistique Canada sur la production et 
l'emploi des récoltes, du bétail et de ses pro- 
duits, les organismes de commercialisation des pro- 
duits agricoles, les industries de transformation 
des produits agricoles, les enquétes de Statistique 
Canada sur les prix recus par les agriculteurs dans 
le cadre de leurs opérations agricoles et les sta- 
tistiques agricoles dont la préparation reléve de 
divers ministéres, tant fédéraux que provinciaux.

Total Farm Cash Receipts, 1976 


Total farm cash receipts for 1976 are 
estimated at $9,975 million, 0.5% below the 
revised 1975 value of $10,028 million. Ona 
provincial basis, total cash receipts declined 
in Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
and increased in all other provinces. The 
largest decrease occurred in Saskatchewan 
where lower returns from crop sales (including 
C.W.B. participation payments) led to a 7.42 
decline in cash receipts from 1975-1976. The 
largest increase was registered in Prince 
Edward Island where the rise of 25.7% was 
mainly due to increased receipts from potato 
sales. 


Field Crops 


During 1976, farmers’ total cash returns 
from the sale of field crops, taking into ac— 
count cash advances, deferred grain receipts 
and Canadian Wheat Board payments in Western 
Canada, amounted to $4,570 million, 4.8% below 
the 1975 level of $4,802 million. This esti- 
mate represents 45.8% of farmers' total cash 
receipts from farming operations in 1976. 


The major factors behind the decline in 
crops’ receipts were lower Canadian Wheat 
Board and Ontario Winter Wheat Producers' 
Marketing Board payments in 1976, amounting 
to $468 million as compared to the record high 
of $1,004 million which had been received by 
farmers in 1975. The lower payments in 1976 
were the result of a combination of factors 
including a poor quality crop in 1974, de- 
clines in international prices and lower ex- 
ports during the 1974-75 crop year. In ad- 
dition, the timing of the mail-out of adjust- 
ment payments on the 1974-75 and 1975-76 crop 
years had placed a large portion of the pay- 
ments for both crop years into the calendar 
year 1975. The effect of this decline on to- 
tal cash receipts was partially offset by 
lower deferments of grain receipts into the 
following year and an increase in the value 
of cash advances on farm-stored grains. 


Other significant changes in crops re- 
ceipts levels occurred in rapeseed, soybeans 
and potatoes. Cash receipts from the sale of 
rapeseed were down 14% from those of 1975 as 
a result of both lower marketings and lower 
prices. The increase of 29.3% in the cash 
returns from potato sales was primarily due 


Recettes monétaires agricoles totales, 1976 


Les recettes monétaires agricoles totales, 
en 1976, sont estimées 4 $9,975 millions, ce qui 
constitue une diminution par rapport 4 la valeur 
rectifiée de 1975 ($10,028 millions). A 1'échelle 
provinciale, les recettes monétaires totales ont 
diminué au Québec, au Manitoba, en Saskatchewan, 
en Alberta et ont augmenté dans toutes les autres 
provinces. La baisse la plus considérable s’est 
produite en Saskatchewan, ot la diminution a été 
de 7.4 % entre 1975 et 1976 et ce, en raison d'une 
diminution des recettes provenant de la vente de 
récoltes (y compris une régression des paiements 
de participation de la Commission canadienne du 
blé). L'augmentation la plus importante a été en- 
registrée 4 1'fle-du-Prince-Fdouard, ot la hausse 
de 25.7 % enregistrée est principalement attribua- 
ble 4 une augmentation des recettes provenant de 
la vente de pommes de terre. 


Grandes cultures 


En 1976, les recettes monétaires agricoles 
totales provenant de la vente des produits des 
grandes cultures, en tenant compte des avances mo- 
nétaires, des recettes différées au titre des céré- 
ales et des paiements de la Commission canadienne 
du blé, se sont élevées 4 $4,570 millions, soit une 
diminution de 4.8 % par rapport 4 1975 ($4,802 mil- 
lions). Ces estimations représentent 45.8 Z des 
recettes monétaires totales provenant de 1'exploi- 
tation agricole en 1976. 


La principale cause de cette baisse des re- 
cettes en 1976 a été une diminution des paiements 
de participation de la Commission canadienne du blé 
et de 1'Office de commercialisation des producteurs 
de blé de 1'Ontario; en effet, en 1976, les agri- 
culteurs ont recu $468 millions comparativement au 
montant record de $1,004 millions versés en 1975. 
Cette diminution des paiements en 1976 est attri- 
buable a tout un ensemble de facteurs parmi les- 
quels, une récolte médiocre en 1974, des baisses 
de prix au niveau international et une diminution 
des exportations au cours de 1'année-récolte 1974- 
75. En outre, le calendrier d'envoi par la poste 
des paiements de régularisation pour les années- 
récoltes 1974-75 et 1975-76 était ainsi fait qu'une 
partie importante des paiements pour les deux 
années-récoltes a été reque par les agriculteurs au 
cours de l'année civile 1975. Cette diminution des 
recettes monétaires totales a été partiellement 
compensée par une diminution des recettes différées 
au titre des céréales et par une augmentation des 
avances monétaires pour les céréales entreposées 
dans les fermes. 


D'autres variations notables se sont pro- 
duites au niveau des recettes monétaires provenant 
du colza, du soya et des pommes de terre. Les re- 
cettes monétaires provenant de la vente de colza 
ont diminué de 14 % par rapport 4 celles de 1975 
par suite d'une baisse des ventes et des prix. 
L'augmentation de 29.3 % des recettes monétaires 


to higher prices while the 71.6% increase in 
soybeans receipts was largely due to increased 
marketings. 


Livestock and Livestock Products 


Total cash receipts from the sale of 
livestock and livestock products in 1976 
amounted to $4,984 million, 3.4% above the 
1975 level of $4,818 million. This estimate 
represents 50.0% of farmers' total cash re- 
ceipts from farming operations in 1976. 


In spite of lower prices, receipts from 
cattle saies increased by 8.6% from 1975-1976 
as a result of higher marketings. Cash re- 
ceipts from sales of poultry and eggs also 
increased from year earlier levels by 14.47 
and 8.6% respectively. In poultry, increased 
marketings were responsible for the change 
while a higher average farm gate price for 
eggs was the reason for the increase in re- 
ceipts for that commodity. Cash receipts from 
the sale of hogs were down by 5.2% largely as 
a result of lower prices. 


Other Agricultural Cash Receipts 


Dairy supplementary payments in 1976 
amounted to $258.9 million compared to $259.8 
million in 1975. Deficiency payments made 
under the Agricultural Stabilization Act in- 
creased to $24.8 million from $22.6 million 
in the previous year. In addition, provincial 
income stabilization programs paid out $83.3 
million as compared to $49.8 million in 1975. 
There were no other supplementary payments 
made in 1976 while in 1975, $30.3 million had 
been paid out.

Bétail et produits de 1'élevage 


Le total des recettes monétaires des agricul- 
teurs, provenant de la vente du bétail et de ses 
produits, s'est élevé 4 $4,984 millions en 1976, 
soit une augmentation de 3.4 % par rapport a 1975, 
ou le total s'élevait 4 $4,818 millions. Ces es- 
timations représentent 50.0 % des recettes moné- 
taires totales provenant de l'exploitation agricole 
en 1976. 


En dépit d'une baisse des prix, le revenu 
provenant de la vente de bétes a cornes a augmenté 
de 8.6 Z entre 1975 et 1976 grace 4 une hausse des 
ventes. Les recettes monétaires provenant de la 
vente des volailles et des oeufs ont respectivement 
augmenté de 14.4 % et de 8.6 % par rapport a 1'an- 
née précédente. Dans le cas des volailles, la 
hausse des ventes explique cette variation; alors 
que pour les oeufs 1'augmentation des recettes est 
attribuable 4 une hausse du prix moyen 4 la pro- 
duction. Les recettes monétaires provenant de la 
vente de porcs ont diminué de 5.2 % surtout 4 cause 
d'une baisse des prix. 


Autres recette monétaires agricoles 


Les paiements supplémentaires de l'industrie 
laitiére se sont élevés 4 $258.9 millions compara- 
tivement 4 $259.8 millions en 1975. Les versements 
de régularisation effectués en vertu de la Loi sur 
la stabilisation des prix agricoles se sont élevés 
a $24.8 millions, par rapport 4 $22.6 millions 
l'année précédente. En outre, les paiements effec- 
tués en vertu des programmes provinciaux de stabi- 
lisation de revenu ont atteint $83.3 millions com- 
parativement 4 $49.8 millions en 1975. En 1976, il
